for the Blind, in Boston, recently, “just 
think for a moment how few profes­ 
sions or callings require absolutely the 
use of the eyes. 
Only the profession 
of tile artist is closed to them. We do 
not ask w h at Hie blind must do to make 
their way in the world. 
We ask what 
they prefer to do. 
I venture to assert 
th a t there are few professions or call­ 
ings in which some blind person is not, 
or has not. been engaged.” 
In facing the situation, the greatest 
obstacle in the way of tile blind is the 
difficulty in securing t hi* employment 
for which he is fitted. 
In other words, 
the burden upon the sightless is not so 
much iii acquiring the [lower to work 
as in persuading an unsympathetic arui 
commercial-minded public to hire them 
to Alo what they. have learned to do. 
Leaving aside tile exceptional 
rases, 
whim it comes to a chok* between a 
blind workman and one who has all his 
faculties, supposing both to hate tile 
paine relative ability, it is nearly al­ 
ways tile seeing m an who secures t lie 
preference. 
For those who a re not 
greatly gifted 
mentally 
it 
has 
been 
found by the teachers of the Perkins 
Institute that the occupations of broom­ 
making. mattress making, rug making, 
cane seating of chairs, upholstery, wil­ 
low and rush work are most satisfac­ 
tory. 
This sort of work can be done 
at home and can be brought to the 
worker. Tho profits are small, hut they 
a r e great enough to enable those thus 
employed 
to 
be 
self--supporting, 
or 
partly so. 
Perhaps the greatest passion in the 
life of the blind, once they are aroused 
to a desire to work, is music, and this 
field claims a large percentage of the 
more talented. 
Much time is sjien? by 
educators on this branch, and many 
Mind are trained yearly as skilled pi­ 
ano tuner*. 
To those who are commercial in their 
Inclinations the tea and coffee busi­ 
ness has some attraction. No large cap­ 
ital is required, ami many who have 
established “routes” of their own are 
getting excellent returns. 
There are ninny blind women who 
earn their own living in various ways, 
but it is the desire of those who have 
their interests at heart to spare them 
the necessity of entering the hard grind 
o f competition. 
Blind women, there­ 
fore. are especially trained in tile work 
o f the home, on th e theory th a t they 
may make themselves so useful in the 
household thai sonic other member of 
their families may be disguised with 
and a I lowed to go out to add to the 
general family fund.
